Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the another electrically 
conducting element and other electrically conducting element as claimed in claim 1, slot 
antennas as claimed in claim 7, a sun visor as claimed in claim 13 and all other claimed 
limitations which are not shown as claimed in claims must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

7. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said other electrically conducting element" in line 9. 
Claim 12, recites the limitation "the same substance" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
With respect to claim 2, discloses "furthermore comprises said other electrically 
conducting elements." According to claiml, lines 9, the limitation, "linked electrically to 
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said other electrically conducting element. This is very confusing. How many "said other 
electrically conducting elements are there?" 

With respect to claim 7, the limitation "the covering consist of slot antennas tuned 
to said communication radiation through the communication window." which is 
confusing to the examiner. There is no detail in the drawings or specification regarding 
this limitation. It appears to examiner that applicant intends to use window for slot 
antennas. 

Claims 1-20 are not rejected using any previous art/references as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.
